WASHINBTGN LETTER 

I Fron Our K«fal»r C orre.poncl«nl 1 
Washington, June 30, 1893. 

A general plan for the better 
ment of the departmental service 
of the government has been agreed 
upon by the several heads of the 
executive departments and, when 
put into operation as the result of 
investigations now being made, is 
expected to produce results of a 
radical character. In carrying out 
this plan circular letters of instruc 
tion have been addressed to the 
chiefs in every department of the 
govermental service at Washing- 
ton. In a general way this letter 
asks all clerks, male and female, to 
state their age, when appointed, 
last promotions, number of rela 
tives in office, ect., which, when 
answered, will give at a glance a 
satisfactory history of the clerk's 
official life. When all these ques- 
tions have been answered the ap- 
pointment clerks of the several ex 
ecutive departments will form 
themselves into a kind ol clearing 
house board, compare notes and 
make such recommendations 
the facts in each particular case 
may seem to warrant. 

These investigations are expec 
ted to disclose that numerous gov
